‘THE Matter of a Veffel lately arrived at Rochelle 

from S. Domingo, relates that an Englith Ship of 
40 Guns was trading, contrary to.the Prohibitions, 
on the Spanith Coafts of St. Domingo; but the Spa- 
nifh Governor having Notice of it, fent againft her 
a Man of War of 50 Guns: They fought vigoroufly 
for the Space of 7 Hours, and at length the Eng- 
lifh Ship was obliged to furrender, having but 10 
Men left on board ; and of the Spaniards were flain 
200 Men in the Engagement. 

But. we fufpend onr Belief of the above News, 
till thereis a Confirmation. Mean-time ’tis c¢r~ 
tain the Government of Spain was never fo emba- 
raffled as they are at prefent by the Detention of the 
Galleons; and yet fuchis their Pride, that rather 
than comply to the Propofals offered by his Rritan- 
nick Majefty, they will run the ucmoft Length pof- 
fible ; leaving no Meaus untried that may furnifh 
them with Money for paying their Troops, and ma- 
king large Remittances to the Emperor: In order 
to which, befides the Demands as mentioned in our 
former, they talk of felling feveral Titles in the 
Indies, and of other fuch extraordinary Ways.
